Two Specially Constructed 
Machines to Be Tried

The Public Service Co. is con- 
templating placing in operation 
specially - constructed 12-passenger 
automobiles for use in certain types 


of service, Samuel W. Greenland, 
general manager, said today.

The Columbia Terminals Co., 400 

outh Broadway, and three other, 
large trucking concerns operating 
under freight hauling contracts 
with the principal railroads, sus- 
pended operations between St. 
Louis and East St. Louis today fol- 
lowing arrest of several of their 
drivers in the city’s campaign to 
enforce the permit clause of the 
State truck law. 

The Columbia firm operates 
about 400 trucks. Other firms 
which suspended were the Lueking 
Transfer Co., 418 North Eleventh 
street; Ben Gutman Truck Service, 
Inc., 701 North Twentieth street, 
and George R. Jansen Transfer Co., 
216 Elm street. 

Wade T. Childress, president of 
the Columbia Co., said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter his firm had 
been told by police that they had 
instructions to stop every piece of 
Columbia equipment they found 
leaving the bridge. 

“We were not permitted to sign 
our drivers’ bonds but had to get 
professional bondsmen,” Childress 
said. “Obviously we couldn’t afford 
this indefinitely, so we simply de- 
cided to suspend operations be- 
tween St. Louis and Hast St. Louis 
until some remedy could he found... 

“When the truck law was passed 
in 1931 our company filed an ap- 
plication for operating authority 
with the Public Service Commis- 
sion. After considering the various 
services in which the company was 
and still is engaged, the Commis- 
sion found that Columbia was a 
contract hauler, so far as operations 
outside the St. Louis metropolitan 
zone were concerned, and issued a 
permit for those operations. In its 
decision, the commission made the 
statement that “Columbia Termi- 
nals Co. is engaged in an extensive 
business in the City of St. Louis 
which is not subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Commission.” This de- 
cision of the commission has never 
been rescinded, and we have re- 
ceived no formal notification of 
any change ‘in the commission’s 
view of the law. 

“Now, after eight years and with- 
out any advice on the part of en- 
forcement agents to acquaint our 
company with the apparent new 
interpretation of the law, the 
agents swoop down on Eads Bridge 
and arrest our drivers. Conse- 
quently we felt there was no altern- 
ative but to suspend. It is un- 
fortunate that a large part of the 
commercial life of the city is of 
necessity affected.” 


Railroads Notified. 
Childress said his firm had noti- 
fied railroads and shippers of the 
suspension and that freight was 
standing on the platforms both at 
freight yards and places of busi- 
ness, ‘waiting to be meved. 

Most of the 140 arrests’ since 
Monday have been of drivers for 
large interstate operators, but city 
officials announce dthat St. Louis 
operators were “next on the list.” 

Interstate Haulers’ Hearings. 

Hearings on permit applications 
of interstate operators will be held 
in St. Louis by the Public Service 
Commission beginning next week, 
it was announced at Jefferson City 
by Chairman J. D. James. About 
70 applications have been filed since 
the drive began in St. Louis. The 
commission is preparing to issue 
acknowledgement cards to appli- 
cants, which will protect them from 
interference by enforcement offi- 
cers pending hearings. 

The bus and truck division of the 
commission estimated several hun- 
dred interstate trucks are operat- 
ing without permits. In addition, 
many other common carriers oper- 
ating entirely within the city and 
its suburban territory are subject 
to the law and must obtain per- 
mits. 

Drivers of five busses operating 
between East Side communities 
and the west approach of Eads 
Bridge were ordered to surrender 
to police later today and give bond 
for failure to have permits. In- 
spectors said the busses were sub- 
ject to a fee of $3.33 per passenger 
seat per year. 

Small Truckers’ Plight. 

The plight of small truck opera- 
tors in St. Louis, who must obtain 
permits as common carriers at 
rates ranging up to $500 a year, 
was brought out at a meeting last 
night sponsored by the Greater 
St. Louis Cartage Association.

DR SMITH SAYS 
HE WAS ADVISED 
IQ LEAVE STATE 


Former Louisiana U. Head 
Alleges He Was Told 
There Was No Ground 
for Criminal Charges. 


HE FAILS TO NAME 
SOURCE OF COUNSEL 


Ten Counts of Forgery and 
One of Confidence Game 
Added to Those Pending 
Against Him. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 20 (AP). 
—Dr. James Monroe Smith, former 
president of Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, said today in a_ petition 
filed in United States District Court 
that he was advised to leave the 
State when he resigned June _ 25, 
and that he was given to under- 
stand there was no ground for crim- 
inal charges against him. 

As Smith’s petition seeking modi- 
fication of a previous habeas corpus 
writ was filed, he was charged by 
the New Orleans District Attorney 
with 10 counts of forgery and one 
count of operating a confidence 
game in his stock and grain market 
dealings and a loan made at a bank. 

Smith did not say who was his 
adviser. 


Told Civil Action Was Possible. 

“I was given to understand and 
was of the honest belief,” said the 
petition, “that tnere was no foun- 
dation for the institution of any 
criminal proceedings against me, 
but, on the contrary, I was in- 
formed the only action that might 
be taken against me was a civil ac-

Smith said he had been harassed 
by Government agents here in an 
erfort to gain confessions to crimes 
of which he says he is innocent. 

Today’s charges increased to 36 
the number placed against Smith. 
With ad@ition of $10,000 bond on 
each count today, Smith now must 
make $189,500 bond to regain his 
liberty. 

“Absurd,” Says Ex-Gov. Leche. 

Reached at his home in Coving- 
ton, La., by telephone, former Gov. 
Richard Leche said Smith’s state- 
ment was “absurd on the face of 
it.” 

One hundred New Orleans busi- 
ness men organizing here today as 
the “Voluntary Committee of Citi- 
zens in Louisiana” requested Gov.

Investigation to Determine 


What Effect Rulings Had 
on Labor Relations and 
Whether New Offficials 
Are Needed. 


DECISION PRECEDED 
BY BITTER DEBATE 


Sponsor of Resolution Says 
‘Tremendous Pressure’ 
From the Public Indicates 
‘Something Is Wrong 
That Needs Looking Into’ 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP).— 
The House ordered today a sweep- 
ing investigation of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

A resolution creating a five-man 
investigating committee was put 
through by an almost solid phalanx 
of Republicans and a large group 
of Democrats. 


POT Gall voté Tor the resolution was 
252 to 135. 
The measure, by Representative 


Smith (Dem.), Virginia, calls for 
an inquiry to determine whether a 
new board to administer the Wag- 
ner Labor Act should be created 
and what effect the board may 
have had on employer and labor 
relations, 

Opponents asked that action be 
deferred uutil labor committees of 
both the Senate and House could 
conclude their hearings on Wagner 
Act amendments and make recom- 
mendations of their own, 

The vote on final approval came 

shortly after a test vote of to 
131 had disclosed a majority of rep- 
resentatives were for the investiga- 
tion. 
The action came, after an hour 
of bitter debate, on a_ technical 
question leading to a vote on the 
main issue of whether the inquiry 
should be ordered. 

Smith said there would not be 
“tremendous pressure” throughout 
the country for the inquiry unless 
“something was wrong that needs 
looking into.” 

“I have a definite feeling that a 
good work can be done for labor, 
industry and the Government if the 
matter is looked into calmly by men 
of this House,” he said. “We may 
perhaps be able to bring back some 
suggestion to cure the evils, what- 
ever they are, and there must be 
some.” 

Chairman Norton (Dem.), New 
Jersey, of the Labor Committee ap- 
pealed to the well-filled chamber to 
vote down the resolution so her 
committee could continue the “job 
it has so well started” of studying 
Labor Relations Act amendments. 
“You men can count on your com- 
mittee,” she shouted. “Your com- 
mittee will be fair and just, and if it 
is necessary to amend the law, it'll 
do just that. Vote down this reso- 
lution and let the committee finish 
the job it has so well started.” 

She won applause when she re- 
marked that Smith “is the last man 
in the world to pass on labor legis- 
lation.” After a search of the rec- 
ord, she said, she has yet to find a 
bill for the benefit of labor which 
Smith had approved. 
Representative Seccombe (Rep.), 
Ohio, asserted he had “seen the 
Labor Board in action” and favored 
the investigation. 

“Any attempt to curb this in- 
vestigation,” he asserted, “is evi- 
dence of weakness. The board 
causes discord between employer 
and employe.” 

Representative Welch (Rep.), Cal- 
ifornia, a member of the Labor 
Committee, opposed the inquiry on 
the ground the House committee 
had gone into “every phase of the 
existing controversy.” He said it 
would be a reflection on the in- 
tegrity of “a hard working legisla- 
tivé committee” to vote the resolu- 
tion. 

‘Representative Ramspeck (Dem.), 
Georgia, another committeeman, 
said such an investigation would be 
“a waste of money.” 

“I’m not opposed to an inyesti- 
gation of the Labor Board,” he said, 
“but this investigation would make 
worthless the work of the Labor 
Committee. I have differed with 
the board in many ways, but why

TSINGTAO, China, July 20 (AP), B# 


About 100 Chinese patients and 7% 
smployes of the China Inland Mig. 
sion Hospital at Kaifeng were re. 
norted today to have been ejected 
by police in last week’s anti-British 
ampaign at the Japanese-dominat. 
ed capital of Honan Province. 

Accounts of the week's events 
were brought to Tsingtao by British 
missionaries and Chinese co-work. 
ers. All British residents of Kai. 
feng were reported drven out in 
he campaign carried on by the lo 
al Chinese administration ap 
ently with the sanction of the Jap- 
anese army. An ultimatum de 
manding the Britons’ departure ex. 
pired yesterday. 

All British mission compounds 
were isolated last week. Food sup-, 
plies were blocked and entrance 
even of scavenger Coolies was de 
nied. 

At the week’s end the Anglican 
Mission hospital was emptied of pa- 
tients, nurses and doctors. The pa- 
tients most needing attention were 
taken into the American Southern 
Baptist Mission despite a warning 
to its Chinese employes against 
caring for them. 

Americans in the Baptist, free 
Methodist and Catholic missions 
were not threatened, it was said, 
but their Chinese colleagues were 
constantly menaced. 

Members of the American 
munity appealed to Japanese mili- 
tary authorities on behalf of pa- 
tients in the Inland Mission Hos- 
pital and were told the Japanese 
knew nothing of the anti-British 
campaign, 

The Kaifeng refugees said the 
|Chinese police at first were in- 
iclined to be lenient in the isolation 
of the British compounds but after 
;they had been threatened with 
death they enforced the blocka 
strictly.

Under the USHA plan, municipal 
contributions, usually through tax 
exemption, are required, but the 
State enabling act did not grant 
tax exemption. However, city offi- 
cials have the theory that in law 
the Housing Authority is a munici- 
pal corporation automatically en- 
titled to tax exemption. City 
Counselor Edwar H. Wayman told 
reporters he would confer today 
or soon with an attorney of the 
USHA about a test suit to settle 
this point. The suit, he said, proa- 
ably would be an injunction atcion 
in Circuit Court. 

Total of $33,333,000. 
.The USHA loan would’ be for 
90 per cent of the cost of the proj- 
ects, which thus may have a total 
cost of $33,333,000 or more. The 
other 10 per cent would be bor- 
rowed locally, at 3 to 3% per cent 
interest, secured Dy revenue bonds 
of the corporation, which would 
not pledge the city’s general credit, 
but would be backed only by rental 
income. This loan v’ould be paid 
off in the first 15 years. The Fed- 
eral loan, which would not be sub- 
ject to interest in the initial 15- 
year’ period, would bear 2% per 
cent interest thereafter and would 
be subject to repayment in the en- 
suing 45 years. Grants-in-aid might 
be made by the USHA to help keep 
rents low. 
Sites have not been chosen, but 
it has seemed certain that housing 
development would be on the near 
North Side and near South Side, in 
the eastern part of the city. Some 
of the facilities will be for Negroes. 
In preliminary discussions the city 
adminstration has talked of either 
four or eight or nine or more units, 
possibly for 4000 families, but since 
Straus’ visit consideration has been 
given to a big 26-acre unit, as a re- 
sult of his advice that this would 
be of the greatest neighborhood 
benefit. 


$15.85 Rent Suggestion. 


The city has talked of individual 
dwellings, each with two bedrooms, 
living room, kitchen and bath room, 
heated from central plants, and 
renting for perhaps $15.85 a month. 
Officers of the Federation for 
Neighborhood Improvement and 
the Neighborhood Association re- 
cently asserted that $15 or more 
a month was more than the poor, 
for whom the projects are intended, 
could pay for shelter rent. 

Under the State law no family 
with income more than five times 
the rent may be a tenant (except 
that the factor is six times for a 
family with three or more minor 
dependents). USHA regulations pro- 
vide that maximum annual income 
for a family acceptable as a ten- 
ant is $1100, which, under the State 
provision, would allow for rent up 
to $18.33 a month. Average rent 
of housing projects in other cities 
has been about $3 a month a room. 


East St. Lou’s t Make Plea Today 
for Separate Slum Anthority. 
Leo J. Dougherty, East St. Louis 
Commissioner of Streets and Pub- 
lic Improvements, announced he 
would confer today in Chicago with 
Oscar W. Rosenthal, chairman of 
the Illinoit Housing Authority, in 
an effort to obtain an independ- 
ently-functioning housing author- 
ity for East St. Louis. 

Dougherty and othe: officials are 
opposed to certain provisions of a 
$2,200,000 slum-clearance project for 
the city which was announced ie- 
cently by the St. Clair County 
Housing Authority. Dougherty said 
a clause which would make new 
apartments for 460 families tax-free 
for 60 years was acceptable but 
that there had been a disagree- 
ment about their location.

3 YOUTHS CAPTURED 
AFTER BREAKING JAIL 


Fugitives from Mount Vernon, 
Mo., Under Arrest at 
Southwest City.

SOUTHWEST CITY, Mo., July 
20.—Two St. Louis youths, who es- 
caped Tuesday from the Lawrence 
County jail at Mount Vernon were 
captured early today a mile south 
of this town after they attempted 


to break into a filling station to 
obtain gasoline for a stolen automo- 
bile. 

They said they were Warren Ur- 
ban, 17 years old, and Leonard 
Rassman, 19. Also undef arrest is 
Thomas Naylor, 17, of Sherman, 
Tex., who was captured when he 
fell asleep in the automobile while 
he was supposed to be on guard 
during the burglary of the filling 
station. 

When Naylor was caught, Urban 
and Rassman fled. Constable Fred 
Ream fired four shots at them. 
Then with the aid of Marshal Bill 
Kent and several citizens, Ream 
captured the St. Louis youths about 
daylight, three hours after the bur- 
glary was interrupted. 

Escape in Lawrence County. 

The three young men escaped 
from the Lawrence County jail by 
overpowering a jailer and slugging 
him with a bed slat. The car they 
were driving was stolen from Mu- 
nicipal Judge Robert L. Mitchell of 
Joplin last night, in front of his 
home. 

Naylor was armed with a pistol 
t.ken from the Lawrence County 
jailer at the time of the escape, 
Ream said. 

All three youths were taken to 
the McDonald County jail at Pine- 
ville. They were charged with bur- 
glary, larceny and bringing a 
stolen car into the county. Law- 
rence County officials came here 
this morning and Prosecuting At- 
torney W. C, Tracy said the prison- 
ers might be released to them later, 

The youths told the Prosecuting 
Attorney they hitch-hiked to Jop- 
lin from Mount Vernon yesterday, 
arriving late in the afternoon. They 
decided to steal an automobile in 
Joplin and drive to Texas, Tracy 
quoted them as saying. 

Urban and Rassman, who first 
said they were Robert and Ace 
Martin, brothers, were arrested last 
Thursday on burglary charges. Ar- 
rested with them were Lillian and 
Elinor Kress, sisters, of St. Louis. 

Burglaries Admitted. 

Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Ginn of Lawrence County said 
Urban and Rassman had admitted 
the burglary of a general store and 
two filling stations at Hallstown 
last Wednesday. Naylor was being 
held on an automobile theft charge. 
At the time of their arrest, the 
four St. Louisans told the prose- 
cutor they were married and on a 
honeymoon to California. Later 
they said they were not married. 
Preliminary hearings for the Kress 
sisters were continued until tomor- 
row. Ginn said they admitted par- 
ticipating with the youths in the 
burglary of a home near Phelps, 
Mo. Lillian, 18, and Elnior, 17, 
are daughters of Mr. and Mrs, Hen- 
ry Kress, 2123 Arsenal street, St.

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UNION ELECTRIC FILES 
AS HOLDING COMPAN' 


‘Preliminary SEC Registration 


—Concern Closes Lake 
of Ozarks Clubs. 


The Union Electric Co. made its 
preliminary registration as a hold- 
ing company yesterday at Washing- 
ton with the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, which recently 
denied its application, as an oper- 
ating company, for exemption from 
holding company requirements. 

Full registration data is being 
prepared for filing as soon as pos- 
sible, said William McClellan, presi- 
dent of the concern. 

McClellan, -who succeeded Louis 
H. Egan on Egan’s resignation aft- 
er the SEC began its investigation 
of Union Electric, announced that 
Walter S. Alt, an employe of the 
United States Bureau of Internal 
Revenue for 17 years, is to become 
the company’s income tax super- 
visor next month. 

Alt, assigned to the Internal Rev- 
enue office here in 1933, became as- 
sistant adviser of its technical staff 
last April. 

A secondary effect of the SEC 
investigate disclosed today was 
the shutting down of two lodges 
at the Lake of the Ozarks where 
high officers of the company, who 
resigned under fire, lavishly enter- 
tained friends and politicians. 

The palatial week-end place of 
the former president, is closed. 
Known prosaically as the admini- 
stration building, its guests includ- 
ed the elite of city or other “ad- 
ministrations.” Lesser fry were en- 
tertained on slightly less elaborate 
scale at Red Arrow Lodge, now un- 
used and in charge of a caretaker.

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RECEIVER NAMED 
ILLEGALLY. MUST 
PAY OVER $31,000 


Judge Joynt Sets Aside 
Paul Dillon Appointment 
in Line With Supreme 
Court Order. 3 


Circuit Judge John W. Joynt, 
whose appointment of his former 
law office associate, Paul Dillon, as 
receiver for the engineering firm 
of C. E. Smith & Co. was voided 
by the State Supreme Court, di- 
rected Dillon late yesterday to re- 
turn $31,171 in receivership funds 
to the company. 

The order was made a few hours 
after attorneys for persons oppos- 
ing the receivership argued a mo- 
tion in court, demanding that the 
receivership be terminated and the 
money returned to the firm, in ac- 
cordance with the decision of the 
Supreme Court. The attorneys, in 
taking Judge Joynt to task, insisted 
on a prompt ruling on the motion. 

In its opinion three months ago, 
the Supreme Court held Judge 
Joynt had exceeded his jurisdiction 
by appointing a receiver for the 
company, and directed that no 
further orders be made in the case. 
After hearing arguments yesterday, 
Judge Joynt got in touch’ with 
Judge Ernest S. Gantt, author of 
the opinion, in Jefferson City, and 
asked whether he should carry out 
the effect of the opinion by ending 
the receivership or take no further 
action of any kind. 

Judge Joynt then entered orders 
ending the receivership, ' setting 


aside the appointment of Dillon 


and directing the return of the 
funds. However, he retained juris- 
diction in the case for the purpose 
of winding up receivership mat- 
ters. 

This will permit him to grant a 
fee to Dillon in the event his for- 
mer office associate files an appli- 
cation for compensation for his 
services in the case. The fee, how- 
ever, could not be paid from the 
receivership fund but would have 
to be taxed against parties In the 
litigation. Dillon has, as yet, not 
received a fee. 

Dillon said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he would comply with any 
order issued by Judge Joynt af- 
fecting the receivership funds, add- 
ing that he would be “glad to get 
rid of them.” He was not in court 
when the arguments were present- 
ed,

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$11.50 Monthly Relief for Food 
In St. Louis; $20.40 on East Side 
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Amount Supplied for Average Family of Three 


Persons—Illinois’ Provision for Needy 
More Adequate Than Missouri's. 


St. Louisans who derive their sus- 
tenance from. public relief funds 
have lately discovered that the 
“green pastures” for those on the 
relief rolls are on the other side of 
the river. 

This is true, not only because of 
the excessively generous manner in 
which relief has been dispensed in 
Canteen and Centerville townships, 
as disclosed in investigations by the 
Illinois Emergency Relief Commis- 
sion, but because. Illinois has made 
more adequate provision of relief 
funds than has Missouri. 

In St. Clair County, as in the rest 
of Illinois, an average family of 
three persons—a father, mother 
and child—is receiving this month, 
as the first item on its budget, a 
food allotment of $20.40, in con- 
trast with the $11.50 allotment to a 
similar family in St. Louis. 

Many Families Struck Off. 

John K. Rowland, St. Louis 
relief administrator, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter it was pos- 
sible to give this amount only after 
removal from the rolls of 1100 fami- 
lies with employable members, who, 
though fully eligible, will have to 
get along as best they can. 

To provide for the 23,037 individu- 
als on the St. Louis relief rolls, 
Rowland requested $193,274 from 
the State Social Security Commis- 
sion and got $108,750. 

In St. Clair County, for 12,106 
persons on the rolls, relief admin- 
istrators requested $70,590 from the 
Illinois Emergency Relief Commis- 
sion and got that amount, plus 
$26,948 from township relief funds 
—a total of $97538. 

Rowland said that out of the St. 
Louis allocation $87,000 had been 
set aside for food, necessitating a 
drastic cut in other services. Last 
month the amount set aside for 
rent was $18,492; this month the 
figure was cut to $2500.

A wage increase of $1 a week and 
an extra day vacation was obtained 
by union milk-wagon drivers and 
inside dairy workers under a three- 
year wage contract with 43 dai- 
ries, ratified last night by mem- 
bers of Local 603 of the A. F. of L. 
teamsters’ organization. About 
3500 workers will be affected. 


The drivers will receive the $1 
increase, to $40 a week, immediate- 
ly, and a day added to their annu- 
al vacation, now 13 days, next year, 
Inside workers, paid $28 a week, 
will receive the extra day vacation 
this year, and the $1 increase next 
year. 


The union had demanded an in- 
crease of $2 a week for both classes 
of employes. An agreement was 
reached by committees represent- 
ing the companies and the union 
after several lengthy sessions, one 
lasting nearly 24 hours at Hotel 
Coronado. 

Retail drivers will be required to 
produce a larger volume of busi- 
ness, or suffer a reduction in com.

Prof. Haldane said of his re- 
search: 

“I believe the men suffered ab- 
solutely no severe pain. They may 
have had headaches. The sensa- 
tion of panting which you get is 
very definitely unpleasant, but it 
is not the intolerable feeling of 
bursting of lungs which you get 
if you are, for example, buried 
alive or if you are breathing 
through very serious resistance. 
No one can say it is pleasant, but 
it could not be called torture.” 

Relatives of Dead Present. 

A group of relatives of submarine 
victims, dressed in mourning, was 
among the spectators when Hal- 
dane gave his hypothesis of the 
last hours of the dying men. 

There was a long hush when he 
said they would have a sensation 
something akin to the feeling after 
strenuous physical exertion. The 
men gradually would feel less and 
less, he said. 

Prof. Haldane’s experiments at- 
tempted to reproduce conditions in 
the Thetis the morning after it 
failed to rise from its test dive. * 

The scientist spent 14% hours 
in an airtight steel cylinder having 
a window from which his reactions 
were observed by Capt. H. P. K. 
Oram, one of the four Thetis sur- 
vivors. The cylinder was about six 
and a half feet in diameter and 
six feet high and resembled the 
escape chamber from which Capt. 
Oram and the other’ survivors 
escaped from the submarine with 
Davis lung apparatus. 

Tries Escape Lung. 

Prof. Haldane attempted to use 
a Davis lung after being freed from 
the test cylinder. 

“For a minute or two I breathed 
quite calmly and happily,” he said. 
“Then I was seized with vomiting. 
I do not say that I had to take the 
apparatus off but I did take it 
aa a 

“I think it an extremely plausibie 
hypothesis that the man attempting 
to escape from the Thetis had such 
symptoms as these. 

“I think it is possible that one 
of the men who were drowned (at- 
tempting to escape) may have 
vomited and torn off his mouth- 
piece for that reason. 

“My suggestion would be that the 
correct course if men are attempt- 
ing to escape with the Davis ap- 
paratus from very foul atmosphere 
that before going into the escape 
chamber they should breath oxygen 
for about 45 minutes either from 
the apparatus itself or from a ‘man- 
ifold,’” 

The inquiry was adjourned until 
July 28 to await evidence of divers 
and of the condition of the Thetis, 
assuming it would be salvaged by 
that time. 


$10,000,000 SURPLUS SHOWN 
BY POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT 


Revenue for Year Reaches New 
Record—Free Mail and Sub- 
sidies Not Included. 
WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP).— 
The Post Office Department re- 
ported yesterday a net operating 
postal surplus of $10,000,000 for 

the fiscal year ended June 30. 

This figure did not take into 
consideration the cost of so-called 
non-postal items—free mail and air 
mail subsidies. 

For the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1938, the department reported 
a net postal surplus of $4,412,821, 
although actual receipts were $43,- 
811,556 less than actual expendi- 
tures. The net surplus figure was 
arrived at by making a bookkeep- 
ing deduction of $48,224,377 for non- 
postal items. 

The announcement yesterday said 
postal revenue amounted to $745,- 
098,350 for the 1939 fiscal year, a 
new record, but did not show ac- 
tual expenditures for the year or 
the bookkeeping deduction to be 
made for non-postal items. The 
$745,098,350 taken in during the last 
fiscal year exceeded by $17,000,000 
the figure for the preceding year, 
the previous high.

‘THREATENED AT 
ARMOUR’S! 


A Statement to the Public 
and our Employes 


@ The CIO is threatening a strike in the meat packing industry 
—a strike which is scheduled to begin in various of the Armour 
and Company plants and extend to the plants of other packing 
concerns if the Union leaders decide such action is advisable. 

In view of the fact that the CIO program—if carried out— 
will seriously interfere with the nation’s meat supply and tend 
to constrict the farmers’ market for livestock and interfere with 
opportunity of thousands of our employes who desire to con- 
tinue at work, Armour and Company believes that a clear state- 
ment of the issues and of the Company’s position is timely. 


Armour is Bargaining Collectively 


The CIO states that the contemplated strike is to compel 
Armour and Company to “bargain collectively” with the CIO. 
That is not the issue at all, because Armour and Company 
is bargaining collectively with the CIO and with various 
other Unions and groups of employes in the manner prescribed 
by the National Labor Relations Act. 

Local CIO unions have been certified by the National Labor 
Relations Board or recognized as exclusive collective bargaining 
agents for employes in the plants at Kansas City, St. Paul, Sioux 
City, E. St. Louis, St. Joseph, Mason City, Denver, Fargo, Indian- 
apolis, Milwaukee, Los Angeles, and Birmingham. The Com- 
pany has bargained collectively and is bargaining exclusively 
with those agencies at regular weekly intervals, or more often 
if necessary. 

Likewise, the Company is bargaining exclusively with local 
A. F. of L. unions for employes in the plants at New York City, 
San Francisco, Spokane, Pittsburgh, Baltimore, and Reading. 

The Company will continue to recognize and bargain col- 
lectively with these exclusive.agencies in all of these plants, as 
long as a majority of the employes so desire, and until the Com- 
pany is directed otherwise by the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

In the plants at Omaha, Oklahoma City, Ft. Worth, Jersey 
City, and Peoria, proceedings are pending before the National 
Labor Relations Board, but no exclusive bargaining agency has 
been determined. At these plants, and also in the plants at 
Memphis, Columbus, Tifton, Green Bay, Huron, and Lexing- 
ton, the Company is bargaining with representatives of any 
organization for its members, with independent groups, or 
individuals. 

The CIO has been granted exclusive bargaining rights in 
nine Armour branch houses and proceedings are pending to 
determine bargaining agents in three other branches. In still 
other branch houses, A. F. of L. unions are the bargaining 
agents. In more than 400 additional branch houses and sub- 
sidiary units the question of a bargaining agency is not an issue. 


The Situation in Chicago 


The CIO claims the right to bargain exclusively for the employes 
in the Chicago plant because of the Labor Board's certification 
of a CIO union, following an election held in Chicago last 
October. However at this election the CIO Union did not 
receive the votes of a majority of the employes in the Chicago 
plant. Armour and Company has challenged the certification. 
Up to this time the Labor Board has taken no steps to enforce 
its certification order and in the absence of official action by 
the Board in this respect Armour and Company as an employer, 
is prevented from having any court review. However, Armour 
and Company has not declined and is in fact continuously 
bargaining with the CIO on behalf of its membership among 
employes in the Chicago plant. 

Under the National Labor Relations Act refusal or failure 
to bargain collectively is an unfair labor practice and it is sig- 
nificant that no such charge has ever been made by the National 
Labor Relations Board against Armour and Company. 


Strike is not Justified 


In every respect Armour and Company is conforming to the 
requirements of the National Labor Relations Act and no con- 


ditions exist which justify a strike. On the contrary packing 
house labor conditions—from the employes’ standpoint at least 
—are definitely worth maintaining rather than upsetting. Con- 
sider these facts: 

1. Armour’s wage rates are at an all-time peak and are equal 

to the highest in the industry, notwithstanding the fact that 

the Company lost money last year and for the first six months 

this year. 

2. Hours of work are reasonable and well within the limits 

prescribed by the Wage and Hour Law. 

3. The annual income of Armour workers compares favor- 

ably with the annual income earned by employes in other 

industries. 

4. Working conditions in the packing plants of Armour and 


Company are subject to the sanitary regulations of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, which are very exacting. 


5. Seniority rules growing out of half a century of experience 
and negotiations are in effect. They are reasonable and fair 
and any efficient employe is amply protected in the tenure 
of his job. 
6. Vacations with pay are granted to the hourly paid employes 
of Armour and Company who have been in service two years. 
These employes get a week's vacation with full pay or the 
option of an extra week's pay while continuing at work. Five 
years’ service entitles employes to two wéeks’ vacation and 
twenty years’ service entitles them to three weeks’ vacation 
with the same option regarding extra pay in lieu of time off. 
It is noteworthy in this connection that 89% of the 
Armour hourly paid workers were eligible this year for 
vacation. Obviously there is no real seniority problem here. 


7. The safety of employes is so carefully guarded that many 
Armour plants have set top records for the industry for free- 
dom from industrial accidents. 


8. Economic protection in the form of credit unions, group 
insurance, sickness and death benefits and visiting nurse 
service has been provided and fostered. Armour was a pio- 
neer in the credit union field. 

9. Recreational and educational activities of various kinds 
are sponsored and encouraged. 


10. Opportunity for advancement is ever present in the 
Armour organization as is evidenced by the fact that almost 
without exception the executives, supervisors and foremen 
have won their positions coming up through the ranks. 


With all these favorable conditions in mind it would be sur- 
prising if there is any demand among Armour employes fot 
a strike. There has been no strike vote by the employes— 
not even an opportunity to vote—and the management is con- 
vinced that no such demand exists and that the rank and file 
of employes want to continue at work. 

The Union leaders—many of whom have never had any 
connection whatever with the meat industry and do not know 
anything about the operations—are the promoters of the strike 
agitation. Their purpose is obviously to force all employes to 
join their Union and force the Company to collect the Union 


dues. 
Ulterior Motive is Closed Shop 


As a matter of fact, the whole strike agitation is for a National 
contract with Armour and Company—the first step in reach- 
ing the ulterior objectives of a closed shop and the check- 
off system of collection of union dues. 

Recognizing that the closed shop and the check-off are the 
real objectives and because collective bargaining should be on 
a single local plant unit basis, Armour and Company has declined 
to enter into negotiations with the officers of the Packing House 
Workers Organizing Committee of the CIO for the discussion 
of a “National Contract.” 

The National Labor Relations Act does not require such # 
contract, does not require a closed shop, does not require a check- 
off, but on the contrary specifically recognizes the right of em- 
a to belong or not to belong to a union as they themselves 

esire. ,

Supreme Court Referee Richard P. 
Lydon after a bitter hearing of a suit 
brought by the former child prodigy 
against her estranged husband and 
ex-teacher, Adolph Eckstrom. 

The child, called Susan by her 
mother and Betty Ruth by Eck- 


strom, was at her father’s pent- 
house last night. 

Eckstrom’s attorney, Frank De- 
laney, said he would appeal the de- 
cision if Supreme Court Justice 
Alfred Frankenthaler, now on vaca- 
tion, gave it his approval, a prac- 
tice customary in such cases. 

Lydon’s decree directed that Miss 
Talley supply a $25,000 bond to in- 
sure return of the child to the jur- 
isdiction of the court here, since 
Eckstrom was granted the right to 
keep her three months of the year, 
June 15 to Sept. 15. 


Basis of Decision. 


Lydon’s decision was based part- 
ly on Miss Talley’s plea that she 
was financially more able to care 
for the child than was Eckstrom, 
who once gave up his clientele to 
devote his voice teachin, solely to 
Miss Talley. 

The referee also remarked that 
Eckstrom had done nothing about 
an eye ailment suffered by the 


child, adding: “It is quite possible 
that an operation will be neces-| 


sary.” 

The hearing involved charges of 
moral turpitude from both sides, but 
Lydon held that, “although a great 
deal of testimony as to this ques- 
tion was taken there is absolutely 
no proof to establish any such fact.” 

Eckstrom contended Miss Talley 
left the baby two weeks after the 
child was born in St. Paul, Minn., to 
pursue a movie career and had 
shown little maternal interest until 
her court action. 

Miss Talley testified that the 
only time she had seen the baby 
since two weeks after its birth was 
when she paid a surprise visit to 
'the home of*Eckstrom’s sister, Mrs. 
‘Elmer Nelson, in Mamaroneck, N. 
Y. In that connection Mrs. Nel- 
son had testified that Miss Talley 
and Aubrey Scotto, Los Angeles 
movie director, tried to abduct the 
child and had been ordered by the 
police to leave the Nelson home. 

Further action in the case is ex- 
pected July 22 when Scotto is 
scheduled to face third degree as- 
sault charges in Mamaroneck town 
court. Mrs. Nelson has accused 
him of pushing her around during 
his visit to her home. 

Recommendation for Parents. 

Referring to the present marital 
status of the Eckstroms—Eckstrom 
as separation suit on file—Lydon

two people to remember is that

Protected by it he occasionally 
conducted his job from a chair. 
Usually he wore a top hat, and 
sideburns adorned his chops.

A Witness Without Memory. 


We have heard criticism of Ha- 
ney’ managerial strategy. A 
kindly observer recently decided 
that there must be something 
wrong with club strategy when 
the club loses so many games in 
the late innings. We asked the 
kindly observer to name a spe- 
cific game, where Haney had 
done something which at the time 
of doing didn’t seem to be the 
best possible thing to do under

The organization was amateur 
for many years, but later became 
famous enough to bring out-of- 
town professional teams to the 
city and occasionally to tour the 
country. 

There was no local baseball club 
in any professional organization 
here until 1875. 

THE AMATEURS did not 
make a living out of baseball, 
but they did cut in on the re- 
ceipts, ag narrated in one inci- 
dent by Historian Al _ Spink, 
sports editor for the Globe-Dem- 
ocrat in early days, in his book, 


the Chicago White Stockings. 
Spink writes as follows: 

“The Reds had played several 
games in Chicago and their man- 
ager, Andy Blong, had been given 
a large amount of money as the 
Reds’ share of the gate receipts. 
On the train in which they left 
Chicago several three-card monte 
men got hold of Blong and re- 
lieved him of all the money he 
had in his possession. 

“When he informed the play- 
ers of his loss they took posses- 
sion of the car in which the 
monte men had been operating. 
Flourishing their basebail bats 
they promised to beat the monte 
men to death unless they at once 
returned the money they had 
stolen from Blong. The monte 
men, glad to escape with their 
lives, gave up willingly and the 
St. Louis boys came home with 
money in their pockets and 
much richer’ in experience than 
when they started.” 


Well, that would hardly be 
classed as strictly amateur under 
existing rules b- after all the 
players of those days were mere- 
ly out for a good time and had no 
idea that some day,.the game 
would yield fabulous returns to 
these adopting it as a profes- 
sion.

200,000 Former Austrians Fear 
Expulsion From Homes in Tyrol 


German-Speaking Italians in Dilemma— 
Have Chance to Go to Germany with Dark 
Alternative If They Don’t. 


BOLZANO, Italy, July 20 (AP).— 
About 200,000 German-speaking Ital- 
ians, whose Tyrolean mountain 
home has become the center of the 
Rome-Berlin axis, worried today 
over their fate in the Fascist Gov- 
ernment’s plan to Italianize the 
region, 

These South Tyrolese, who were 
an Austrian people before the 
World War made them Italian, now 
fear they may be ousted from Bol- 
zano Province along with 10,000 
German citizens and other foreign- 


vided for Violations of | 


ers whose expulsion has been or- 
dered. 

Officially the Tyrolese know only 
that they will have the opportunity 
of joining the German-born in be- 
ing transported into the Reich. But 
what worries many is a fear that 
if they reject the chance to be- 
come Germans they will have to 
move elsewhere in Italy. 

Representative Tyrolese whose 
families have lived here for genera- 
tions said the necessity of choosing 
between two such fates would be lit- 
tle less than a “mass tragedy.” 

Authoritative Fascist quarters said 
they had no information on proba- 
ble treatment of Tyrolese who 
chose to remain in Italy. Tyrolese 
said that even if they were per- 
mitted to remain in the province, 
it probably would be with the un- 
derstanding that they would be 
“one hundred per cent Italians.” 


May Drop German Language. 

They feared this would mean 
complete eliménation of their lan- 
guage, Italianization of their names, 
suppression of their German lan- 
guage newspapers and prohibition 
of religious services and instruc- 
tions in German. 

Many inhabitants of the province, 
both German and Italian-speaking, 
attribute the expulsion and repa- 
triation measures to the desire of

Tourists Out in 48 Hours. 


Extensions were granted to Ger- 
mans and others to give them time 
to settle their affairs. Most tour- 
ists left when police first notified 
them they could not remain in the 
province. 

Some commented wryly on a 
phrase in Italian tourist literature 
which describes Bolzano Province 
as a “renowned spot for a _ pro- 
longed sojourn.” Tourists now are 
being allowed to remain 48 hours in 
the province. Foreign newspaper 
men, however, are asked to leave as 
soon as authorities become aware 
of their presence. 

The supposition in foreign circles 
is that orders to foreigners to leave 
the province were intended to pre- 
vent their witnessing the manner in 
which evacuation is to be carried 
out, 

The Italian Government is under- 
stood to have given assurances of 
compensation to all foreigners who 
are forced to dispose of their prop- 
erty.

MILLIONS’ AT AUCTION 
BRING U. §. $900,000 


Securities Held by Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian Since ‘World 
War Put on Block. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., July 20 
(AP).—Securities with par value 
running into millions of dollars, 
held by the Alien Property Cus- 
todian since the World War, were 
knocked down at public auction 
yesterday by order of the Attorney- 
General of the United States. 

The auction, held at the rooms 
of Adrian H. Muller & Sons, auc- 
tioneers, was participated in by 
more than 125 bidders, represent- 
ing New York brokerage houses 
and individuals. 

Practically all offerings were 
sold. One expert estimated the 
Government would realize between 
$570,000 and $600,000 from the sale. 

Stocks ranging from Norfolk & 
Western Railway common, which 
brought $186.12 a share, to such 
issues as Chicago Rapid Transit 
Co. common share _ certificates, 
which sold at 59 for a dollar, were 
retailed across the block. 

Most big Wall street houses had 
several representatives at the auc- 
tion who were in touch with their 
home offices by telephone, match- 
ing bids with prices on the floor of 
the Exchange. 

A committee of statistical experts 
employed by the Attorney-General’s 
office carefully checked all trans- 
actions, rejecting those on which 
bids did not meet their require- 
ments. Toward the end of the ses- 
sion when penny a share mining 
stocks were put up for sale, bidding 
became more spirited. 

Among securities offered were 
2562 shares of United States Steel 
common for which $49.75 a share 
was bid but rejected by the board 
of experts. Later in the sale bid- 
ding was reopened on this block 
and it was finally sold at $49.87% 
a share. (The stock closed at 
$50.25 in the New York Stock Ex- 
change.) 

The same situation existed in of- 
fering 1612 shares of Pennsylvania 
Railroad common. In the forenoon 
this block was bid up to $18.37 a 
share, a price which was rejected. 
In the afternoon the Pennsylvania 
block was reoffered and quickly 
sold at $18.50 a share, where it 
closed in the Stock Exchange. 

An offering of $5000 par value 
Southern Pacific 4 per cent first 
and refunding mortgage bonds, due 
1955, sold at $637.50, plus accrued 
interest per $1000 bond. 

Four-tenths of a share of Hud- 
son & Manhattan Railway  pre- 
ferred sold for 50 cents.

Asks Senate to Confirm Interstate 
Commerce Commission Execu- 
tive for Place on Board.

NAVY BEGINS RECRUITING 


Men Who Have Been Out of Serv- 
ice Less Than Four Years 
Sough for Duty. 

WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP).— 
The navy started today recruiting 
a “minute man” force of several 
thousand former sailors, corres- 
ponding to the army’s new enlisted 
reserve. , 

It will be composed of men who 
have just completed a term of 
active duty or have been out of the 
navy less than four years. 

The force will be available to 
complete the crews of warships 
quickly in the event of war. Most 
warships operate in peacetime with 

nly about 80 per cent of full com- 
plements. 

An inducement of $20 a year was 
held, out to the recruits. In re- 
turn the new “Class F-2” fleet re- 
servists must keep themselves in 
physical trim and for four years 
be ready for emergency recall to 
active service, but they do not have 
to drill.

curity legislation a requirement 
that states must contribute at least 
$10 a month for each needy aged 
person receiving public assistance. 

As passed by the Senate, the leg- 
islation provided that states must 
contribute at least that amount or 
receive nothing from the Federal 
Government for old age assistance. 
Twenty-eight states now are con- 
tributing less than $10. These in- 
clude Illinois and Missouri. Pay-

He Proposes to Economize

WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP).— 
Government fiscal experts said to- 
day that President Roosevelt was 
seeking methods of making effec- 
tive his proposal to cut federal 
expenditures by $80,000,000 a year. 

The President told reporters 
Tuesday that he proposed to econo- 
mize by not filling vacancies caused 
by the resignation, death or retire- 
ment of federal employes who 
could be spared without impairing 
vital government functions. 

The plan was tried as recently as 
1937, when Acting Budget Director 
Bell impounded parts of each ap- 
propriation. It failed, however, to 
save the 10 per cent requested in 
a congressional resolution, because 
most agencies persuaded the Pres- 
ident and Bell to release some of 
the impounded money. 

As an alternative, the President 
and the new Budget Director, Har- 
old D. Smith, were reported to be 
considering a plan to forbid the 
hiring of new employes without 
permission from Smith. 

Some personnel experts in the 


Government, said this plan was too 
drastic, these experts pointed out 
that the annual turnover on the 
government payroll is about 5 per 
cent. Thus, the maximum saving 
would be $80,000,000 if no vacancies 
were filled. 

At last count, there were 902,827 
civil executive employes of the 
Government, not counting military 
or local WPA workers. 

Whatever the saving, it is not ex- 
pected to make much of a dent in 
the budget. Estimates for the cur- 
rent fiscal year indicate that ex- 
penditures will be more than nine 
billion dollars—not counting the 
$2,800,000,000 requested for the new 
lending program—and that the def- 
icit will be about $3,500.000,000. 


ROOSEVELT TELLS 
REFUGEE BOARD OF 
GREAT PROBLEM 


Expresses Wish to 32-Na- 
tion Group in London 
That It Redouble Efforts 
to Find Solution. 


LONDON, July 20 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt gave his approval 
to the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee for Refugees tonight and ex- 
pressed the wish that it redouble 
its efforts to solve “one of the 
great human problems facing the 
world.” 

Myron C. Taylor, United States 
delegate and vice-chairman, speak- 
ing at a dinner which he gave the 
committee and other experts on 
refugee problems, said the Presi- 
dent had authorized him to express 
his earnest hope that the meeting 
would result in speedy alleviation 
of the “terrible plight” of the ref- 
ugees. The committee ended a two- 
day session. 

Yesterday the committee, repre- 
senting 32 governments, received 
an invitation from the President 
for its officers to meet with him 
at the White House the first week 
in September to consider the refu- 
gee situation. 


Roosevelt Trying to Induce Other 
Nations to Give Aid. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s invitation to 
leaders of the international refugee 
movement for a White House con- 
ference was seen today by some 
officials as reflecting a desire to 
induce other Governments to shoul- 
der their share of the refugee bur- 
den. 

They believe that the President, 
who with Secretary of State Hull 
originated the international organ- 
ization to help German and Aus- 
trian political refugees, will take 
this occasion to bring home to oth- 
er Governments the necessity for 
greater co-operation. He can point 
out to the 31 other countries repre- 
sented on the Inter-Governmental 
Committee, with headquarters in 
London, the fact that the United 
States is co-operating to the full 
extent of its capacity. 

The immigration quota for Ger- 
many for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 was entirely filled and

about 6000 more Germans came in 
outside the quota, making the total 
about 33,000. About 95 per cent of 
these, it is estimated, are Jewish 
refugees. 

Officials here say that if other 
Governments would accept German 
refugees in the same percentage, 
the refugee problm would be an 
easy one. 

By Sept. 8, the probable date of 
the White House meeting, two 
American committees will have 
made their reports on possible 
places for Jewish refugee settle- 
ment — the Philippines and San 
Domingo. An Anglo-American com- 
mittee already has_ investigated 
British Guiana and a British com- 
mittee has checked up on Rhodesia. 


Berlin May Send Delegate Merely 
to Provide Information. 


BERLIN, July 20 (AP).—A Gov- 
ernment spokesman indicated today 
that if Germany were invited to 
participate in the intergovernment- 
al refugee conference called by 
President Roosevelt and accepted 
the invitation a delegate would be 
named merely to give all desired 
information to the White House 
meeting. 


Germany is not a member of 


the Intergovernmental Committee, 
whose officers the President in- 
vited to Washington the first week 
in September. 

When George Rublee, then chair- 
man of the committee, visited Ger- 
many last winter, all available 
data was placed at his disposal but 
Germans emphasized they were 
merely answering questions and 
making no proposals. 


KING CAROL TO SEE TURKISH 
PRESIDENT AND GREEK PREMIER 


BUCHAREST, July 20 (AP).— 
King Carol, to combine diplomatic 
business with vacation pleasure on a 
cruise starting tonight, will go first 
to Istanbul for talks with Ismet In- 
onu, President of Turkey. 

From Turkey the royal yacht will 
carry the King to Greek waters, 
where it was expected he would talk 
with Gen, John Metaxas, Premier 
of Greece, 

The Rumanian monarch was ex- 
pected to discuss measures to meet 
growing Hungarian and Bulgarian 
demands for territory lost to Ru- 


JAPAN READY 10 TALK 
PEACE WITH RUSSIA 


Tokyo-Controlled Paper in 
Manchoukuo Suggests Parley 
Between Powers. 


HSINKING, Manchoukuo, July 
20 (AP).—Japanese readiness to ne- 
gotiate with Soviet Russia for set- 
tlement of the Manchoukuo-Outer 
Mongolia conflict was indicated to- 
day in authoritative quarters, 

The suggestion was put forward 
by the newspaper Manchu, All 
newspapers in Manchoukuo are 
strictly controlled by the Govern- 
ment, which is controlled by the 
Japanese army. Other informed 
sources said the Japanese would be 


willing to negotiate if Russia took 
the first step. 

It was indicated that any such 
negotiations would be held in Tokyo 
or Moscow and be directly between 
Japan and Russia, and not their 
protectorates, Manchoukuo and 
Outer Mongolia. 

The conflict, nominally between 
the two protectorates, has produced 
more than two months of inter- 
mittent warfare on Manchoukuo’s 
northwestern border in which each 
side reported killing thousands of 
the enemy. 

Indications of Japanese willing- 
nes to negotiate followed declara- 
tions that reprisals might be made 
on Russian cities for Soviet air 
raids on towns well within Man- 
choukuo. 

The raids had continued as re- 
cently as last Tuesday, with two 
attacks on Halunarshan, Japanese 
army railhead 125 miles from the 
recent border battlefield. The’ Jap- 
anese report said there were no 
casualties. 

Informed sources said that Jap- 
anese reprisals might lead to ex- 
tension of the conflict which would 
be unwelcome to Japan, at war 
with China and in a bitter dispute 
with Great Britain.

A Housing Hypodermic Needed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RUE slum clearance, so desperately 

needed locally, is gradually being 
achieved. Expensive items are being 
eliminated or modified and rents are be- 
ing lowered. Our new local Housing 
Authority can profit by the mistakes of 
pioneer cities. 

It is clear that the proposed local shel- 
ter rent of $15.85 per month is too high 

‘ for St. Louis. With $2 or $3 added for 
light, gas and other items, the total be- 
comes prohibitive. Practically all the 
families with which we work at the settle- 
ments or the Urban League will be 
barred. Yet here are hard-working peo- 
ple, not on: relief, who should have con- 
sideration. 

Actually, $15.85 as an inclusive rent, 
including heat, gas, electricity and water, 
would still be too high. As these facts 
are so clear, our local Housing Author- 
ity will have to cut the cloth ac- 
cording to the pattern. To add items, 
however desirable, and then boost the 
rents will defeat the purpose. This point 
is so obvious that St. Louis need not re- 
peat the mistakes of other cities, 

s eo . 


‘The work of the local Housing Author- 
ity is extremely difficult and trying, as 
the group in East St. Louis so quickly dis- 
covered. A tremendous burden rests upon 
the five men, When their task is finished 
and the millions have been spent, one 
question will remain: Has this money 
been well spent and does the project 
serve the very definite needs of the very 
definite group for which it has been 
built? 

As has been pointed out, we cannot 
have a healthy city without a healthy 
downtown. Nor can we have a healthy, 
forward-looking downtown without cus- 
tomers to maintain it. Slum clearance is 
not enough. Even four or five large slum 
projects will not revitalize the downtown 
section. Tenants in the new develop- 
ments will patronize their neighborhood 
stores. But in themselves, these projects 
will not stop the devastating flight of peo- 
ple and dollars to the county. 

Neighborhood rehabilitation throughout 
St. Louis is the crying need of the hour. 
The countless rot-spots in all sections 
must be stopped. High-class apartments 
must be built immediately contiguous to 
downtown. The smoke must go; the traf- 
fic problem must be solved and the pop- 
ulation trend must be forced upward. 


The fact that a beneficent Federal Gov- 
ernment* may be willing to drop 25 to 40 
millions in our laps—with scarcely any 
local financial effort—is no real tribute 
to our city or to its leaders. If our busi- 
ness men are content to sit back, hoping 
that the slum-clearance projects will 
bring permanent prosperity, they are due 
for a jolt. Now is the time for an attack 
on many fronts. Now is the time for a 
hypodermic with a long point and a po- 
tent, red-hot shot which will awaken us 
from our coma and catapult us into 
action. 

The downtown situation grows worse 
from year to year. The buying power of 
the county is being increasingly spent in 
the county. Attractive suburban centers 
are competing successfully for the cloth- 
ing, restaurant and movie dollar. At 
night these centers are alive, gttractive 
and busy, while the downtown area is de- 
pressingly dreary. 

The Federal Government cannot save 
us; we must save ourselves. Private cap- 
ital must venture forth and men with 
imagination, courage and faith must 
grasp the helm. J. A. WOLF,

HOW NEUTRALITY STANDS TODAY. 


The Senate’s refusal to revise the neutrality laws 
at this session is more than a political defeat for 
the administration, although partisanship entered 
heavily into the decision. This is a national defeat. 
Consider where the country is left with respect 
to the gravest issue confronting it—keeping out of 
war. It is virtually bereft of an intelligible foreign 
policy, It is left with only half a neutrality code, 
and what remains has the most disturbing poten- 
tialities of danger. 

How did the United States get into the World War? 
One of the major immediate causes was the sinking 
of American ships carrying goods to Europe, and 
the loss of American seamen’s lives. As the law 
now stands, the same tragic and inflammatory events 
may be repeated. 

The cash-and-carry provision of the law expired 
May 1; it has not been re-enacted. If war broke 
out today, American vessels would be free to carry 
goods to the belligerents’ ports. Again they would 
be prey to commerce raiders and submarines. Again, 
if tragedy occurred, diplomatic notes would fly and 
the national temper would rise. 

Another factor in America’s entering the last war 
was this country’s economic involvement. The stage 
is set for American interests again to acquire a 
stake in a European war, The belligerents could not 
borrow here, but American goods could be sold 
abroad on credit—the “cash on the barrel-head” 
proviso is out. 

These are among the domestic factors in the sit- 
uation. Equally grave are the aspects of the Sen- 
ate decision that may hasten the outbreak of a 
European conflict. The administration is committed 
to the logical concept that the best way to keep 
America out of war is to help keep war out of the 
world. The existing embafgo regulation is a direct 


‘encouragement to the war-makers abroad. 


This is a critical period in Europe. Despite what 
Mr. Borah’s informants say, the issue of peace or 
war is delicately balanced. If a potential aggressor 
knows his antagonist can buy no arms in America, 
the scales may be turned in favor of immediate _at- 
tack. As Secretary Hull said a few days ago: “Since 
the embargo has this effect, its results are directly 
prejudicial to the highest interest and to the peace 
and to the security of the United States.” 

Mr. Roosevelt will call a special session to con- 
sider neutrality legislation if a new European crisis 
develops, it was announced yesterday. He will carry 
the issue to the people by means of addresses on 
his Western trip—after Congress adjourns. Neu- 
trality revision is the most urgent business of the 
present session. It is a national tragedy that the iso- 
lationists’ obstructionism, coupled with other mem- 
bers’ eagerness to go home, has wrecked hopes for 
fulfillment of this duty. 

We regret that President Roosevelt has not seen 
fit to give battle on so vital an issue. He is a master 
of the radio orator’s art. He has a convincing case 
to present. Recent polls have shown that the ma- 
jority of citizens favor the Hull neutrality program. 
The Senate group’s filibuster threat attested its 
doubt of ability to command enough votes to stop 
the bill. It is not inconceivable that an immediate 
presidential appeal in a “fireside chat” would pro- 
duce a rousing popular mandate—a barrage of tele- 
grams and other protests—that Congress would not 
dare disregard. 

But the President does not draw this potent weapon. 
Instead, a statement comes from a White House 
secretary to the effect that “from the time Congress 
adjourns until it reconvenes in January, the Presi- 
dent will pray, as he has never prayed before, that 
there will be no new crisis in Europe.” 

And that, as things have gone in Washington, 1s 
about all the people of the country can do. 
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AN OIL OF PIERRE MENARD. 

The Visitation Academy of St. Louis has presented 
a 101l-year-old portrait of Col. Pierre Menard to [Illi- 
nois for permanent exhibition in the Menard home- 
stead, adjoining Fort Kaskaskia State Park. Itis a 
friendly act, done out of the fitness of things. For 
while the picture was painted in St. Louis in 1838, 
it belongs in the handsome old house which Illinois’ 
first Lieutenant-Governor built when Kaskaskia was 
still a town and its name more than a memory. The 
fur trade, in which the young French-Canadian made 
a fortune with Touissant DuBois, has long since 
passed, but the spacious house’s encircling porch looks 
out to the quiet Mississippi, which washed away Illi- 
nois’ first capital, and close by, at Garrison Hill, are 
the graves of Kaskaskia’s pioneers. Hewn shutters, 
which closed off the sun’s glare during long after- 
noons when the mansion was a house of state, still 
hang on their hinges, and in the kitchen are flag- 
stones trod by the boots of many a distinguished 
visitor to the Illinois country. The parlor wall of 
Pierre Menard’s house is the place for the picture of 
that “honorable and high-minded gentleman.” After 
a half-century, an oil painting is back home. 
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NO. 1. 

An official order says that 8500 persons will be 
taken off WPA rolls in Missouri during the next 
two weeks in order to bring the State within its 
August quota of 71,500 WPA workers.

That 
distinction belongs to Matthew S. Murray, Pender- 
gast henchman, who still occupies the important post 
of State WPA Administrator at Jefferson City, al- 
though recently forced out of his more lucrative 
municipaf office at Kansas City. 

When Gov. Stark gets back on the job, he will 
find many things requiring his attention. The con- 
tinuance of Murray at the head of the WPA in Mis- 
sourl is one of them.

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CIGARETTE TAX SLACKERS. 
Enforcement of the city’s new cigarette tax began 
Tuesday, with purchasers taking it resignedly, on 
the whole, There was curiosity to see the new sales- 
tax stamp—a rather handsome engraving of St. Louis 


river transport—and general understanding of the 
necessity for the 2-cent levy. There has been one ar- 
rest, of a tavern keeper charged with selling un- 
stamped cigarettes. 

Strangely enough, many tobacco merchants have not 
yet bought the stamps, for the total of 4515 purchasers 
falls considerably below the estimated total of 7000 
dealers in the city.

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A RALLYING POINT FOR CAPITALISM. 

With resources of men and materials altogether 
adequate . .. to furnish plenty for all, the op- 
pressive faet remains that the economic machine 
is stalled on dead center. The people are unable 
to serve their own economic welfare. 

The Temporary National Economic Committee 
makes this terse recitation of a fairly obvious fact the 
text of a report recommending the revision of our 
patent and anti-trust laws. 

The Anti-Monopoly Committee, as this body is 
popularly called, wants the administration of the pat- 
ent laws so changed as to make them more of a stimu- 
lant to private initiative and wants to prohibit the 
use of patents to set up trade restrictions. Both ob- 
jectives are sound. 

One suggested remedy is to require patent owners 
to license the use of their devices to all comers for 
the payment of a reasonable and uniform fee. This 
would help eliminate the patent pools which some 
licensees use to control a whole industry and main- 
tain prices’which are an intolerable gouge. 

The committee also wants the Clayton Anti-Trust 
Act tightened up so as to prohibit corporations from 
acquiring the assets as well as the common stock of 
competitors, Of greater importance, it wants laws 
enacted which will make the anti-trust statutes more 
or less self-enforcing by giving businesses which have 
been injured by predatory competition the right to 
recover civil damages. In view of the difficulty 
which has been experienced in obtaining convictions 
in criminal proceedings, this would appear to be a 
wise shift of legal emphasis. 

These are measures in which Republicans and 
Democrats, conservatives and progressives, should 
be in agreement. For they are measures which are 
designed to protect-and enforce free enterprise, There 
is nothing “pinko,” or Leftish, about them, They are 
the very essence of capitalism. 
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A STEP TOWARD BETTER MOVIES. 

The United States Senate has again voted for more 
wholesome and better quality motion-picture pro- 
grams by passage of the Neely bill to outlaw block 
booking and blind selling. These are the practices 
whereby producer-distributors compel theaters to take 
their entire studio output, with only the most limited 
range of choice and little or no advance knowledge 
of the pictures’ content. In 'no other business field 
do such requirements for sight-unseen buying exist. 
The result is that the public taste has no opportunity 
to influence the choice of pictures at neighborhood 
theaters. 

Will the House follow the Senate’s example? Its 
failure to act killed the bill at the last session. Time 
is short, it is true, but here is an obvious reform 
requiring no extended debate. Scores of civic, re- 
ligious and educational organizations favor the bill. 
It is opposed only by film interests, which, of course, 
find a great advantage in this take-it-or-leave-it 
dominance of their market. Certainly movie exhibi- 
tors should have the right to select their pictures, and 
audiences should have a right to make their opinions 
felt. 
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MR. FARLEY’S NOD OR NAY. 

It is the king-maker’s hour, or soon will be, and 
what Warwick wills will be done. So asserts Mark 
Sullivan. Discussing presidential prospects, the vet- 
eran correspondént, who has put in a long life on the 
Washington front, disposes succinctly of the Presi- 
dent’s political future. If Farley nods, the nomina- 
tion is Mr. Roosevelt’s. If Farley vetoes, the nomi- 
nation will go to another, 

That is playing Prophecy “on the nose.” It places 
Mr. Farley at the head of the table on Mount Olym- 
pus. If the estimate is not extravagant, Jim Farley 
ranks all the bosses in the national category. There 
have been some good ones. To the present generation, 
the only other campaign director of comparable skill 
was Will Hays, who always disavowed any part in a 
convention’s decision. “It is my job,” he said, “to 
elect, not select.” How capably he managed the busi- 
ness of popularizing and aggrandizing Warren Hard- 
ing is still a competent memory, though the election 
of a Republican Congress two years earlier, in 1918, 
was a more consummate, if less dramatic, exhibition 
of organizing genius. 

The only other rival of Farley was the now almost 
legendary Mark Hanna, the first to apply industrial 
technique on the grand scale to a political contest. 
But there is nothing in the long record of our two- 
party system to match Farley’s second dictatorship. 
Out of it he emerged almost “the perfect 36.” Only 
refractory Maine and obstinate Vermont prevented a 
spotless performance. 

Rumor persists that our king-maker fain would be 
king himself. Many a Warwick has tripped and 
sprawled while reaching for the crown. 
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Which will win the Battle of St. Louis—the tailor- 
made cigarette, or roll your own? 
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OUR RURAL SLUMS, 

With the Government trying to revive the housing 
industry, statistics of the Farm Housing Survey on 
the type of home prevailing in agricultural communi- 
ties take on renewed interest. 

In Missouri, it was found that only one farm home 
in eight had gas or electric lights. Only one home 
in 10 had running water, and even fewer had indoor 
sanitary facilities. Only one home in 18 had cen- 
tral heating. 

In most other Middle Western states, the situation 
was somewhat better, but the picture was exceedingly 
drab over the whole section. In the agricultural South, 
conditions were infinitely worse. 

Evidently, blighted city areas are not the only 
places presenting opportunities for slum clearance. 
Provision of daylight and fresh air is rarely a prob- 
lem in the farm home. But provision for modern- 
day comfort and sanitation is more often lacking on 
the farm than in the city home. 

Provision of adequate housing, if it could be brought 
withim reach of the population, would furnish enough 
jobs to keep our unemployed busy for some years to 
come. More power to the administration in its efforts 
to bring down building costs!

Should “Reliefers” Vote? 


From the New York Times. 


N SUGGESTING in his address at Cham 
lottesville that persons receiving publis 
relief ought not to vote, Major-General Har 
bord specifically disclaimed any intent te 
slur “worthy individuals whom misfortune 
beyond their control has brought to actual 


need.” He believes that those on relief 
should surrender the right to vote as lo 
as they are on relief, because otherwise th 
appearance at the polls “is too much likes 
Judge sitting in an action in which he bag 
a financial interest.” 

But suppose we carry the principle fur 
ther. Should the beneficiaries of high tar 
iffs be allowed to vote? Should those whe 
seek to hold Government contracts be ak 
lowed to vote? Should those who stand te 
gain personally by any kind of legislation 
be allowed to vote? 


Should the ballot be kept open for farm 


ers who receive benefits from the AAA, 
tenants of federally aided housing projec 
for workingmen whose wages or conditions 
of labor are subject to Federal regulation? 

To ask these questions is, of course, t 
answer them. If we try to eliminate prem 
sure groups by disfranchising those who be 
long or might belong to them, we 8 
speedily get down to rule by a very small 
minority. We shall never get rid of special 
interests in elections until the voters are edu- 
cated to understand that government by spe 
cial interests is bad for everybody concerned 
—including, in the long run, the beneficiaries 
of special-interest legislation. 

This may take some time, democratic pro 
cesses always take time. We have to bé 
patient, to do our own individual voting a 
disinterestedly as we can, and to build up 
in every possible way the conception of 8 
common interest which can engage all men’s 
loyalty,

Rose Hartwick Thorpe, 
Wrote Poem When 
Succumbs at 89, 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., July 20 (AP). 
—Rose Hartwick Thorpe, poet, 
famed as the author of “Curfew 
Must Not Ring Tonight,” died 
last night. She was 89 years old 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Thorpe was only 16 years 
old when she wrote the poem that 
made her famous, and for it she re- 
ceived only $1.50 in the form of a 
year’s subscription to the Detroit 
Commercial Advertiser, the paper 
that first published it. 

She had been inspired by a poem 
“Love Loyalty,” written “By a New 
Contributor” in an English publica- 
tion. She composed her verse on a 


slate one evening when she was 
supposed to be working school 
arithmetic. 

She had never been to England 
and was not familiar with the 
scenes which she portrayed in the 
poem. 

Ten years later, when the lines 
she had neglected to copyright were 
being published in languages of all 
leading nations, recited before clubs 
and declaimed in schools and ora- 
torical societies, the author was liv- 
ing in poverty. 

Four years after producing this 


poem she was married to Edmund} 
Carson Thorpe. In telling of her | 
experiences during her years of 
want, Mrs. Thorpe said: | 

“TI considered it presumptuous for |

GIVE VEAL SHOULDER 
TASTY NEW GARNISH 


Frankfurters Provide Stuffing 
That Adds Piquancy to 
This Roast. 


Let’s have a veal roast! This ten- 
der, young and fine flavored meat 
can be used frequently and in a va- 
riety of forms to lift your menus 
from any danger of monotony. 

Veal is a delicate meat and must 
be properly cooked at a low tem- 
perature. It is a tender meat, but 
is lacking in fat; therefore it must 


‘|be cooked slowly if you would have 


it juicy and tender. However, now 
that we roast all meats at the tem- 
perature of a slow oven, veal, too, 
can be successfully roasted in an 
uncovered pan, with no water add- 
ed. Be sure that the oven tempera- 
ture does not become high at any 
time. About 300 degrees is best for 
veal. 

A shoulder of veal is a good 
choice for a roast. This is a popu- 
lar cut especially when the bone is 
removed. 
rolled and served like any rolled 
roast. 

Boned shoulder of veal lends it- 
self very well to stuffing. An un- 
usual roast is pictured, with frank- 
furters placed in it before it is 
rolled and tied. When it is served, 


it ig sliced through the frankfur- 
ters. This makes an attractive 
serving, and the flavor of the frank- 
furters adds piquancy to the veal. 
Frankfurter Stuffed Veal Shoulder. 

Have the bone removed from 
shoulder of veal and place skinned 
frankfurters at regular intervals 
through it as pictured. Then roll 
and tie. Sprinkle the roll with salt 
and pepper and place on a rack in 
an open roasting pan. Insert meat 
thermometer so that the bulk 
reaches the center of the fleshy 
part of the meat, not the frank- 
furters. If the fat covering is 
very thin, lay several strips of ba- 
con over the top. Place the roast 
in a slow oven (300 degrees). Do 
not cover and do not add any wa- 
ter. Remove from the oven when 
the meat thermometer registers 
170 degrees. Allow about 40 min- 
utes per pound for roasting a 
boned veal roast. 

Frankfurter Stuffing. 

Six frankfurters. 

Two cups bread crumbs. 

One egg. 

One-half cup meat broth. 

Salt. 

Pepper. 

Combine diced frankfurters and 
bread crumbs. Season and moisten 
with slightly beaten egg and broth. 
Fill cavity with stuffing, skewer 
edges and roast slowly. 

Garnish Suggestions. 

Peach halves, with a prune placed 
in each half, are used as the gar- 
nish for the rolled veal shoulder 
pictured here. 

Another garnish which is partic- 
ularly good with a veal roast is 
stuffed pears. To make these, work 
paprika‘well into cream cheese, 
form into balls and place in the 
center of the pear halves. Place 
around the roast a few minutes 
before it is done. When the cheese 
melts, remove from oven and serve 
around the roast,

Fy the first three years, rough-

That is, he had made no move over 
South’s one heart, but after the 
diamonds were mentioned sudden- 
ly came to life. This was ground 
for suspicion that North had great 
diamond support and, of course, his 
shift to diamonds after the two no 
trump was doubled confirmed this 
suspicion... Nevertheless, West not 
only had an ace, a king, and a 
queen, but equally important, had 
four diamonds and, with East hav- 
ing made two bids, felt that even 
a three diamond contract could be 
trounced. 

Since it was obvious that North- 
South fit beautifully in diamonds, it 
was equally apparent that a cross- 
ruff in other suits might develop, 
and to prevent this as far as pos- 
sible, West correctly opened a 
trump. Dummy won and the heart 
four was led. At this point East 
made an excellent play. He rea- 
soned from West’s opening lead 
that West wanted to convert the 
play of the hand into no trump, 
that is, wanted to force out the 
trumps as quickly as possible. East 
himself had no more trumps to lead, 
hence if he were to win this pres- 
ent heart trick with the ace he 
would not be able to further his 
partner’s marked plan. East real- 
ized that he might possibly lose 
the ace by ducking, but the gain 
was worth the risk, so he did duck. 

After this bold and splendid play 
the contract could not be made. De- 
clarer’s jack lost to West’s king and 
another trump was returned. South 
overtook the jack with the ace and 
led the seven of hearts. Since it was 
vital to establish the heart suit, de-|| 
clarer did not ruff this in dummy, 
but instead threw a club from dum- 
my. East won with the ace and 
cashed the club king, then led a low 
club. (If South had the club queen 
left West could ruff; whereas, if 
West had the club queen South 
would have to ruff.) South ruffed 
and cashed the heart queen, then 
ruffed away West’s heart ten. Now 
a low spade was led from dummy 
and, to declarer’s horror, the king 
was gobbled up by West with the 
ace. West returned a trump, elim- 
inating the last two opposing 
trumps in one fell swoop and leav- 
ing himself with the thirteenth 
trump. Now declarer could win only 
the queen of spades because, when 
he tried to cash his lone heart West 
ruffed. :

Scotty this year 
is celebrating his twentieth year 
as a pilot. Of more than 62,000 li- 
censes that have been issued, his is 
No. 247. He has to his credit 5700 
flying hours and more than 600,000 


passengers to a safe landing. 

Moreover, if take-offs and land- 
ings are the crucial test of flying, 
he piles up another record. When 
not acting as personal pilot for his 
employer, Frank H. Schubert, pres- 
ident of an engineering company 
who has more passenger hours to 
| his credit than anyone who uses 
‘the Municipal airport, or teaching 
other flyers, Scotty pilots a sight- 
seeing plane and sometimes lands 
and takes off 30 to 40 times a day. 

He takes off so gently, I can tes- 
(tify, that you don’t know you are 
off the ground until you are -way 
up there looking down on the cub- 
its pattern that is St. Louis County. 
He sets down his Waco four-pas- 
senger red, blue and gold cabin job 
as gently as a feather. 

All the time plowing against a 
head wind or scooting ahead of a 
tail wind as we circled to 2000 feet, 
the ship remained at an even keel 
‘except when Scotty would wig-wag 
his wings in response when the 
radio man in the traffic control 
tower asked if we were getting his 
‘signals or when he dipped his 
‘wings in salute to his wife as we 
‘flew over his home at St. John's 
‘Station. Which seems a nice 
/enough idea now, but didn’t at the 
time until Scotty informed me he 
‘Was doing it on purpose. 

Always bringing his passengers 
to a safe landing doesn’t mean that 
Scotty in 600,000 miles in the air 
hasn’t had some close calls and 
many a forced landing. He set a 
ship down in flames last summer. 
He knew they were on fire three 
miles from the airport and 2000 
feet up, but the passengers didn’t. 
“We landed O. K.,” Scotty remarks

The passen- 
ger who said he was a pilot, al- 
though I couldn't be sure of it, 
demanded that we land and for 45 
minutes struggled with me for the 
controls. I couldn’t tell what was 
beneath as I milled around trying 
to find a hole in the ceiling, so I 
decided to climb to drain the gas so 
we wouldn't catch fire if we 
had to land. I went up to 4000 feet 
and there above the fog sighted 
the beacon on Mount Diablo.
